Senator Stanford's Visit. 


yesterday, upon hjs arrival in this city, 
by the committees of the Board of 
Trade and Chamber of Commerce,

The first triumph of the Republican 
party was not a triumph accepted 
peacefully.

to open their eyes to the inestimable 
blessings conferred upon them by the 
right of sovereign citizenship. In the 
great national school of our political 
campaigns they become, like those 
born upon American soil, close 
students of the economy of govern- 
ment, and they are not slow to per- 
ceive. that..a..pation of Jawmakers...is., 
‘betier amd saferthan athrone. Thus, 
without bitterness, without danger to 
the interests of the Nation, do we pass 
through these great political crises, 
and come out from them stronger, 
more united and more hopeful of our 
future. 

The people can br trusted; they are 
stronger, safer more, patriotic, than 
presidents or kings.

STATE DAVISION. 


Gen. Vandever's Bill to Divide Cali- 
fornia. 

As already reported in these 
umns, Representative Vandever in- 
troduced, on Monday -last, a bill for 


the text of the bill: 


Be it enacted, ete.; The esnsent of 
Congress is hereby given to a division 
of the State of California into two 
States, to be called respectively North 
California and South California. 
- 2. South California shall in 
clude in its boundaries all of the 
counties now constituting the Sixth 
Congressional District of Oglifornia, 
to wit: The counties of Mon San 
Benito, Fresno, Tulare, 
Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Ventura, 
Los Angeles, San Diego, San Ber- 
nardino, Inyo, Mono, and A!pine, all 
together, with the counties of Mereed, 
Mariposa and Tuolumne. at 
Sec. 3. North California shall include 
in its boundaries all the remaining part 
of the State of California not included 
in the boundaries of South California. 
Sec. 4. The division -of the State of 
California as above indicated shall not 
take place until after the 
State division has been submitted to 
the people of the State at a regular 
election, as the Legislature of the State 
may determine and direct, and if a ma- 
jority of the legal votes cast at such 
election shall be found to be in favor of 
a State division, that fact shall be made 
known by a proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor of the State, after which it shall 
be lawful for the people ot each of the 
respective divisions of the State to 
orm and adopt a constitution and to 
enact laws for their government.

By Telegraph to The Times, 
WasHInGTon, Dec. 6—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.j Senator Blair introduced a 
bill today providing that there shall be es- 
tablished by the President on recommenda- 
tion of the Commissioner of Labor through- 
out the United States, in geographical sec- 
tions which shall include a population of 
not less than 100,000, nor more than 2,000,- 
000 inhabitants, bureaus of information re- 
lating to employment, occupations, wants, 
means of livelihood and homes, Provision 
is made forthe publication at least once a 
month of an abstract giving information 
collected, and for the giving, free of charge, 
of any information specifically asked for by 
any citizen of the United States. It is also 
made the duty of the chiefs of the bureaus 
to make known throughout their districts 
instances of extreme poverty, hardship and 


distress without needless exposure 
of name of parties, and also to 
report the same to the Commissioner 


ot Labor, who shall report such information 
briefly to Congress with a recommendation 
of such means of relief as may seem to him 
tobe wise and necessary. it is made the 
duty of the bu_eaus of intormation to make 
special inquiry in relation to the condition, 
wants and necessities of women and chil- 
die; and to publish the results of their in- 
v.stigations, witha view to arousing and 
directing charitable or other efforts and 
thereby securin homes, edu- 
cation and such other relief as each case 
may require. The President and heads of 
departments are required to give empioy- 
menton public works only to American 
citizens andto give preference in employ- 
ment to persons resident in the vicinity of 
the work to be done. 


A PUBLIC HEALTH MEASURE. 
Senator Manderson today introduced a 
‘bill for the establishment of a national 
puthobilogical Jaboratory at Washington 


for the study and investigation of the 
nature and cause of contagious and infec- 


| tious diseases. which threaten and endanger 


the health of the people and live-stock in- 
terests of the country. ‘The laboratory is to 
be under the general supervision of the 
Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital 
Service and under the special direction of 
two directors, one of whom shall be skilled 
in human and the other in animal diseases. 
A chemist distingui-hed for learning is also 
to be-employed. _An appropriation of $550,- 
000 is made for the purchase of ground, erec- 
tion of a building and purchase of the nec- 
essary apparatus and appliances. 

A SILVER BILL. © 

Senator Reagan today introduced a Dill 
for the free coinage of silver. it provides 
that all holders of silver bullion of the value 
of $50 or mote shall be entitled to have it 
coinéd into standard silver dollars of 
grains Troy to the dollar, upon the same 
terms and corditions as gold is now coined 
for private hoideis. 

THE NATIONAL REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE. 

The Repubi.can National Executive Com- 
mittee at its session today discussed the 
propriety of establishing permanent na- 
tional hesdqualtets iu this city, in t 
building now occupied by the committee. 
No decision, however, has yet been reached. 
The question of the prospective contests in 
West Virginia and other States has not 
been discussed by the committee. What- 
ever intereststhe national committee have 
in these disputed districts are being looked 
after by Chairman Quay; who has thus far 
made no report to the committee. 

GOV. SWINEFORD’S COMPLAINT. 

A, P. Swineford, Governor of Alaska, in 
a letter to the Secretary of the Interior, 
represents that through what he believes to 
have been, to say the least, an absurd de- 
cision of the late Judge of the United States 
Cou:t for Alaska, private parties have se- 
cured possession of the Government wharf 
at Sitka, and now monopolize the coal 
trade. He says the vessels of the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company refuse to land 
coal ior anybody but the parties in posses- 
sion of the wharl, and they in consequence 
are able to extort exorbitant prices.
